that institution.

gave bond in the sum of $2 000.000 and 
Mr. White gave bond In the sum of

Tho Union Trust company failed 
because of a run on its banking de- 
partment, about $150.000 having been 
withdrawn by depositors, but the real

and Western lailway in Virginia, in 
which a capitali/ation of a'tont $11.- 
000,000 was contemplated. Th« Union 
company wab the fiscal agent f^r the 
Virginia enterprise, just as the Mary- 
land company was the finance agent 
of the Mexican railway. 


Among the alarming rumors afloat 


was one to the effect that the munici-

Much Shorter Term Than Repre- 
sented, With Revision by the City 
at Stated Periods—Seven Per Cent

Stren§ Gains to Cincinnati. 


•en. Charles Dick, Columbus, O.: 


Dear Sir—So many people through- 


out the state have called upon me for 
the facts about the street railroad sit- 
uation in Cincinnati that I would like 
to have the truth about it made known ,i 
as widely as possible, especially since 
Mr. Johnson and others who attack 
the curative amendment, so-called, 
crossly misrepresent the Rogers law 
in order to create prejudice against 
the curative amendment. 


la order to understand the Rogers 


law it is necessary to recall the street 
railroad situation a* it existed In Cia- 
•innati at the time when that law was 
enacted. Our different routes had 
beea from Una to time established 
and fraaohises therefor granted by 
the city authorities. The result was 
that we bad altogether perhaps 20 
•Afferent routes and franchises, some 
of which franchises were to expire in 
four »r five years, some in eight te 
ten, some in ten to twelve, and some 
of them from fifteen to twenty years, 
and one of them, I belly*, had yet 
twenty-one years to run when the 
Rogers 
law 
was 
passed. 
Some 


one of these franchises was expiring 
almost every year, and there was, in 
consequence, a continual controversy 
going on over renewals. It wa* de- 
sirable, inasmuch as they had all been 
consolidated into one road, to have 
them all expire at the same time, and 
have all the routes subject to the 
same conditions. That was desirable, 
not only for the street railroad com- 
pany, but also for the citizens of Cin- 
cinnati. 
One purpose of the Rogers 


law was, therefore, to fix a time to 
which all these franchises would be 
extended, so that they would in the 
future all expire at the same time. 


1. It was, therefore, provided by 


the Roger* law that the municipal au- 
thorities should have the right to ex* 
tend all the franchisee by so much 
time as might be necessary for each 
one to make them all expire fifty 
years after the date of the passage of 
the law. The average the different 
franchises, taken altogether, had to 
run at the time the law was passed, 
was sixteen years. Consequently, the 
Rogers law extended the franchises 
of the Cincinnati street railroad not 
for fifty years, but only for thirty-four 
/ears. 


2. In the second place, while on a 


few of the routes, as then established, 
the company was limited to six tickets 
for a quarter, yet on a number of 
ether routes It was getting more than 
i cents; on some of them 8 cents. Un- 
der the Rogers law the city was au- 
thorized to make a uniform fare on 
all of the routes not exceeding 5 cents. 


S. Before the Rogers law was en- 


acted the company was not required 
by any statute to give transfers. Un- 
der the Rogers law a general transfer 
•ystem was required, and was at once ! Provision of the Rogers law that was

property and "ail its property, accord- 
ing to its tax valuation, which tax 
valuation was fixed by appraisement 
Just the same as all other property is 
appraised, and in addition, on some 
of the routes, the street railroad was 
paying to the city 2& per cent on its 
gross earnings, and also a car license 
fee. 
Under the Rogers law the rail- 


road was required to pay, not only on 
all its property the same as anybody 
else, but also to pay 6 per cent on it* 
gross earnings to the city, and also 
the same car license fee, in lieu of 
which latter tax, under a law passed 
recently, the street railroad now pays 
to the city an additional 1 per cent on 
its gross earnings, making a tax of 
C per cent altogether on its groas 
earnings that it pays to the city.. It 
also pays te the state, as you are 
aware, what is called aa excise tax 
af 1 per oent on its gross earnings, 
making a total, in addition to the reg- 
iflar tax on its property, of 7 per cent 
•a its gross earnings. As a result, 
there is not a corporation in Ohio that 
pays more taxes, I think It can be 
•afely said, in proportion to its proper- 
ty and its capital and its business, 
than the Cincinnati street railroad. 


t. But, returning to the Rogers law, 


while it provided all these require- 
ments and impoi«d all these burdens, 
it also further provides that at the ex- 
piration of 20 years from the time 
when the Rogers law was passed, the 
olty shall have the power to again re- 
vise all La* terms and conditions 01 
| the grant, including the rate of fare to 


fee charged, so as to make it less if 


i ife* oity »Mlaials, thea in office, shall 
think It right and proper to do so, 
and this revision by the city, at that 


1 time, is to take effect and go into op- 
eration, and continue in operation, 
whether the company is satisfied or 
not, unless the company shall see fit 
to sue in a court of equity, and it shall 
be held by such court, upon full hear- 
ing upon both sides, that the changes 
made by the city in the terms and 


, conditions of the grant are unreason- 


l ably onerous and burdensome.

This revision at the end of 20 years, 


you will observe, has all the effect of 
* new grant, except only that the com- 
pany is saved from public bidding, for 
the right to remain in the streets, 
against would-be competitors and you 
will further note that this revision, 


, wrich the city is thus authomed to 


make, and which la the equivalent of 
a new grant, aince the city is author- 
ized to make any changes it sees fit 
to make, is to come only four years 
later than the expiration of th* aver- 


t age time of 16 years that the grants 


already had to run when the law was 
enacted. 


«. It is further provided ia the Rog- 


ers law that every 15 years after the 
*rst revision there shall be another 
revision of the same character, and 
with the same coa»«quencos.

obligated to pave and keep paved aud 
in condition the streets between their 
tracks and for a foot and a half on 
each side beyond their ouUlde rails. 


t. From the foregoing It will be 


that there was nothing in any 


practkal 


of the eatire syatoa* tetoiv- 


a* axfoaiUtturo amouatlac to saoto 


atit million* of dollars.' whtca 


were ia good faith expended'after the 
passage of the Rogers law and before 
the decision of the superior court, 
holding that law to be unconstitu- 
tional, which decision of the superior 
court the curative act was intended to 
remedy. 


There were plenty of people ia Cin- 


cinnati and elsewhere who bad no in- 
toreat in any street railroad, and who 
knew nothing about the risks of the 
business, or the extravagant disburse- 
ments necessary to construct and 
equip street railroads and operate 
them, and who knew nothing about the 
difficulty of raising five or six millions 
of dollars for such purpose, who were 
ready to cry out against so long a 
grant, but every thoughtful business 
nan when informed sees at once, first, 
that the Rogers law wisely protect* 
all the rights of the public; and, in the 
second place, he sees, that to induce 
capital to go into such an enterprise 
a reasonable permanency of the invest- 
ment was necessary. Any one who is 
intelligent enough to understand such 
transactions, 
can 
understand 
that 


without such legislation as the Rogers 
law, or something similar, it would 
have been an utter impossibility for 
the company to have commanded the 
money necessary to reconstruct and 
re-equip with electric 
motive power 


the street railroads of Cincinnati. 


It can be said, therefore, of the 


Rogers law, in all truthfulness, that it 
was legislation that was absolutely 
necessary to enable the street rail- 
roads of Cincinnati to meet then ex- 
isting conditions and requirements, 
and, 
further, that 
no more just or 


equitable measure was ever placed OB 
the statute book. 


The outcry against the law was fool- 


ish and unreasonable. Inspired by 
demagogues and enemies of the street 
railroad interests. I doubt if there 
.were ten newspapers in the whole 
state, that saw fit to criticise the 
Rogers law, that 
knew 
enough 


about it to know that the grant 
under it was not for 50 years, but. 
as I have explained, for only 34 years, 
and that that grant was subject to re- 
vision as to fares aud all other terms 
at the end of 20 years, and every 15 
years thereafter, as shows. 


Certain it is that Mr. Johnson and 


others, who attack the Rogers law, 
and complain about the curative act, 
never allude to any of these features 
of that statute. 


The decision of the superior court 


was wholly unexpected. The street 
railroad company in the utmost good 
faith had invited subsoriptions to its 
stock and hatt expended the money of 
its stockholders to the amount, as I 


ve said, of over six Millions of dol- 


lars. Having acted in good faith, aa* 
ia accordance with the provisions of 
the statute, it was entitled to protec- 
tion. The constitution provides that 
in such cases the legislature may en- 
act curative laws. In my opinion no 
honest man. when fully Informed af 
the situation, could hesitate to vote 
for legislation, the purpose of which 
was to protect investments of such 
magnitude »nd such character. For 
tne legislature to have refused to do 
all in its power to overcome such a 
disaster would have been a disgrace 
to the state that would have put to 
shame every honest minded voter. 


Moreover, it must be remembered 


that the curative amendment applies 
to all franchises, 
valid 
or Invalid, 


granted in accordance with a statute 
existing at the time of the grant, on 
which, in good faith, investments have
